Surpluses Could Vanish 


There is no particular stimulus to action 
against crop enemies now — with food sur­ 
pluses mountain high — but it is interesting 
to note the impact of those deterrents on 
production, as reported by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 
Weeds reduce crop values in the United 
States by two billion dollars a year, plant 
diseases by three billion dollars, insects by 
two billion and animal diseases by two and 
a half billion. Farm production losses from 
all causes amount to 20 per cent of annual 
production. 
This situation can become serious in the 
future and call for drastic measures to com­ 
bat enemies of crops more energetically. To­ 
day, because of fertilization, soil conserva­ 
tion, mechanical aids and other devices, farm 
production is more than ample although the 
American people are eating 13 per cent more 
than they did 15 years ago and the total farm 
population has been shrinking steadily. 
Fears have been expressed — rather tenta­ 
tively — that by 1970 or 1980 population 
will overtake farm output, resulting in a food 
crisis. Latest government estimates are that 
this year’s wheat crop, cut by drought, will 
not exceed one year’s consumption. There 
will be a carryover sufficient for a year’s 
needs, however. 
Perhaps the day will come when govern­ 
ment action to encourage production, as was 
taken during the two great wars, will again 
be called for. But there is no necessity to 
mother invention while vast quantities of 
food are being bought up by the government 
as surplus.

Committee, looking into the behind-the-door “leak” 
of the Yalta papers, questioned Secretary of State 
Dulles behind the door. 
Afterwards several senators came out and told 
newsmen parts of what he said. 
Thus the senators, investigating a news “leak,” in 
turned “leaked” news on the “leak.” Dulles read 
a prepared statement to the committee, and copies 
of it were given to newsmen. But there was no pub­ 
lic record of the later questions and answers. The 
whole story of the Yalta documents — on the war­ 
time Roosevelt-Churchill-Stalm meeting — has not 
been disclosed. 
More than a year ago President Eisenhower gave 
government agencies authority to "classify” docu­ 
ments and withhold them from the public if, among 
other things, they involved natiop.nl security or allied 
relations. That would make them secret. 
On March 14, the day the State Department de­ 
cided to let selected members of Congress see the 
papers, Henry Suydam, Dulles’ press officer, told a 
news conference they could not be released publicly 
because they involved national security and allied 
relations. This implied they were classified secret 
documents. 
Many days later Suydam said they had been de­ 
classified IO days to two weeks before that. Dulles’ 
statement Tuesday indicated they had been declassi­ 
fied last November. 
Dulles’ statement made no reference to what Suy­ 
dam had said. Nor did it say that March ^5 Dulles 
himself told newsmen release of the papers was in­ 
definite. He said they would be released some day, 
that it was just a question of when. 
But two hours before he told newsmen that March 
15, his prepared statement showed, he had made up 
his mind the papers should be released “ at once.” 
And he told the British so, in asking their agreement 
on releasing the papers. 
Yet, British approval could not have been a factor 
in determining when the papers should be released, 
and for this reason: They were “leaked” to the New 
York Times that same day, March 15. The British 
didn’t give an okay until March 16. 
Right after his March 15 news conference Dulles 
met with Carl W. McCardle, his assistant secretary 
for public affairs, and James B. Reston, the Wash 
ington correspondent of the New York Times.

in Evansville today, with extra po­

The shutdown order was issued 
Tuesday after reports of a picket 
line skirmish and the burning of a 
work car in the yards. 
Supt. J. C. Grissom told a news­ 
man in a telephone call from Louis­ 
ville that he had ordered the shut 
down “ for the safety of employes.” 
The company reported Tuesday 
that non-striking workers were re­ 
moved from the roundhouse after 
300 pickets threatened to tear down 
the building. Union spokesmen de­ 
nied that any threats w’cro made. 


A railroad police inspector re-1 
ported he was knocked down and 
kicked by pickets as he was leav­ 
ing the yards and had to draw his 
gun to protect himself. The pickets 
said the inspector threatened them. 
A non striking employe reported 
he was beaten up by two men as 
he left his apartment for work.
